2. Peform dl other service and maintenance at manufacturer's suggested intervas. J

3. Check tire pressure frequently.

4. Check tire condition for abnormal wear patterns.

5. Ingpect hoses, wiring and beltsregularly.

6. Service engine promptly when warning lights apprear.

7. Do not modify your vehicleés emisson control system.

Consider a Pre-Inspection Test

If you're not sure whether your vehicle will pass its Smog Check, you can ask alicensed
Smog Check technician for information about a pre-ingpection test. A pre-ingpection helps
diagnose any potentiad emissions-related problems, giving you a chance to make

necessary repairs before your vehicle undergoes an officid Smog Check inspection.
